In accordance with the duty of disclosure under 37 C.F.R. §1 .56 and §§1 .97 - 
1.98, and more particularly in accordance with 37 C.F.R. §1 .97(d), Applicants are 
enclosing Form PTO-1449 (2 sheets), along with a copy of each listed reference for 
which a copy is required under 37 C.F.R. §1 .98(a)(2). 

The following references are being submitted in a foreign language without a 
translation: 

Cite No. C20 DE4225553 discloses a balloon catheter with inner and outer 
balloons for cardiology, allowing application of both dilatation and active agents. 

Cite No. C21 DE4446694A1 discloses the use of urea or prostaglandin 

especially prostacyclin to improve imaging in Xray, ultra sounds, nuclear and MRI 

diagnoses. The prostaglandin is preferably combined with use of contrast agent. 

Cite No. C22 D69403966 discloses compositions com^ns^^FPinP^Pb^^SBS 1B618977 
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factor, and a polymeric carrier. Representative examples of anti-angiogenic factors 
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include Anti-Invasive Factor, Retinoic acids and derivatives thereof, and taxol. Also 
provided are methods for embolizing blood vessels, and elminating biliary, urethral, 
esophageal, and tracheal/bronchial obstructions (see WO95/03036A1 ). 

Cite No. C23 DE1 0244847.7 discloses a drug delivering medicinal device, such 
as a balloon catheter or stent, having surface coating of lipophilic, water-insoluble drug 
to be released immediately on contact with tissue in specific diseased region. 

Cite No. C33 W097/26862 relates to additives for concentrated injection and 
infusion solutions which prevent or reduce acute or delayed oversensitivity reactions 
and injection and infusion solutions containing said additives. 

Applicants respectfully request the Examiner's consideration of the above 
references and entry thereof into the record of this application.
